Mr  Mayor,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year, 1945* 

This  year  brought  with  it  the  event  which  we 
had  all  been  looking  forward  to  so  long  - the  cessation  of 
hostilities. 

Although  we  are  not  by  any  means  out  of  the 
wood  &s  yet,  it  would  be  appropriate  at  this  time  to  try  to 
assess  the  effect  of  six  years  of  war  on  the  health  of  the 
people  of  the  Borough.  These  years  brought  out  the  best  that 
was  in  us.  The  dangers  that  were  ever  present  seemed  only  to 
stimulate  us  to  greater  efforts.  There  was  work  for  all,  and 
each  one  felt  that  his  job  was  an  essential  part  of  the  war 
effort.  We  lived  under  a constant  strain  surrounded  by  forms, 
coupons*  and  regulations;  our  food  and  clothes  were  rationed; 
we  lived  in  shelters  and  the  darkness  of  the  blackout .Yet  we 
had  no  strikes, no  discontent  - we  were  far  too  busy.  Surpris- 
ingly enough,  although  our  lives  were  spent  in  most  unhygienic 
places,  the  health  of  the  community  seemed  to  improve.  Wo  had 
no  epidemics  comparable  to  those  which  occurred  in  peace-time, 

. our  birth-rate  increased;  and  the  deathrate  decreased.  The 
number  of  cases  of  notified  tuberculosis  kept  on  declining, the 
number  of  notified  children  suffering  from  diphtheria  declined 
rapidly  to  render  the  lowest  figure  ever  recorded.  The 
Government  introduced  its  scheme  for  supply  of  vitamin  products 
and  milk  for  mothers  and  infants:  the  Local  Education 
Authority  introduced  milk  and.  nools  for  school  children;  with  . 
the  result  that  the  nutrition  of  the  children  in  the  Borough 
has  never  been  better. 

We  have  often  complained  of  our  rationing 
system,  especially  of  its  monotony  and  its  inadequacy  of  fats, 
but  for  the  lower  income  groups  it  has  boon  a blessing,  for  it 
ensured  that  they  got  an  equal  share  of  the  essential  food- 
stuffs. The  Ministry  of  Food  in  their  wisdom  reinforced 
bread  and  margarine  with  vitamins.

In  my  opinion  the  fortunate  position  in  which  we 
find  ourselves  today  is  due  to  the  fact  that  we  had  plenty 
of  work  and  a sufficiency  of  the  right  kind  of  food. 

On  the  other  side  of  the  picture  we  see  squalor 
and  unhappiness  which  is  being  produced  by  the  lack  of  proper 
accommodation  for  the  people.  Before  the  war  we  had  a housing 
scheme  im  progress  which  would  have  housed  in  deopht  homos 
all  the  applicants.  Then  came  six  years  of  inactivity,  during 
which  young  men  and  women  still  got  married  - children  were 
bom.  The  men  returned  to  the  Forces,  the  women  lived  bn  with 
their  mothers.  When  war  was  over  the  men  returned,  and  they 
went  to  live  with  their  mothers-in-law.  And  so  it  went  on. 

There  were  no  houses  available.  Much  has  been  said  against 

our  prefabricated  bungalows.  They  were  a blot  on  the  land- 
scape, and  too  expensive.  We  all  agreed  that  they  were  not 
what  we  had  hoped  for  after  six  years  of  war, but  now  we  were 
dealing  with  a national  emergency,  and  they  were  the  only 
houses  we  could  obtain  quickly.  I have  yet  to  receive  the 
complaint  from  any  of  the  tenants  that  they  would  prefer  to 
live  in  apartments  or  with  mother-in-law  than,  in  a "Pro- fab" . 

I do  not  think  that  this  report  would  be  complete 
without  some  reference  to  the  sulphonamide  group  of  drugs  and 
to  penicillin.  Even  in  our  small  borough  there  are  many  today 
who  owe  their  health  and  their  lives  to  those  great  medical 
men  who  discovered, and  made  them  available  for  the  treatment 
of  the  sick. 


On  the  whole,  the  war  years  have  been, from  a 
Public  Health  point  of  view,'  good  ones.  Many  reasons  have  been 
given  for  the  maintenance  o~  our  good  health,  and  some 
authorities  paint  a pessimistic  picture  of  the  future.  Yet  I 
believe  that  given  work,  adequate  food,  and  proper  accommod- 
ation, we  can  ride  any  period  of  adversity  which  might  develop 
in  the  years  to  come.

Tills  is  regarded  as  a very  sensitive  index  of  social 
welfare  and  sanitary  improvements.  It  is  generally 
measured  by  the  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  per  1,000  live 
births  in  the  same  year. 

In  1945  the  number  of  infant  deaths  was  22.  thus  giving 
an  infant  mortality  rate  of  47  > as  compared  with  34  in  1944> 
and  70  in  1943*  While  this  year1  s figure  may  be  considered’' 
as  fairly  satisfactory,  it  is  by  no  means  an  indication  that 
we  can  feel  complacent  about  it.  The  fall  in  infant 
mortality  during  the  present  century  has  been  one  of  the 
triumphs  of  preventive  medicine, but  we  have  a long  way  to 
go  before  we  reach  the  irreducible  minimum  which  should  be 
the  aim  of  ev^ry  local  Authority. 

You  will  notice  that  8 of  the  infants  died  from 
respiratory  disease,  and  while  the  climate  of  Neath, moist 
and  equable, plays  its  part, yet  I am  of  the  opinion  that  the 
housing  conditions,  and  the  present  tendency  to  feed 
infants  artificially, play  a greater  part. 

There  were  8 deaths  of  premature  births,  as  compared 
with  9 in  1944,  These  are  largely  dependent  upon  the  care 
of  the  mothers  during  pregnancy.  Rationing  of  the  essen- 
tial foodstuffs  during  the  war  years  has  some  bearing  upon 
the  problem,  and  although  the  Government  has  done  much  to 
alleviate  this  by  providing  extras  in  the  form  of  milk, 
eggs,  and  vitamins  for  expectant  mothers, yet  it  is  remark- 
able that  so  many  expectant  mothers  fail  to  take  advantage

Thi3  hospital,  at  Ponrhiwtyn, Neath, 
is  a fully  equipped  municipal  hospital  of  344  beds, of  which 
30  are  reserved  for  maternity  cases.  The  hospital  admits  all 
cases, excepting  infectious  conditions, requiring  hospital 
treatment.  Of  late  years  it  has  become  an  important  centre 
for  obstetrics.  Owing  to  the  increasing  numbers  of  maternity 
cases  admitted,  the  Health  Committee  of  the  County  Council 
have  found  it  necessary  to  build  a new  maternity  block  to  the 
hospital. 

Although  the  new  maternity  block  has  been 
in  course  of  erection  for  the  past  few  years, difficulty  in 
obtaining  labour  and  materials  has  delayed  its  conplotion. 

We  are  anxiously  waiting  for  its  opening, for  unless  a bed  is 
reserved  as  early  as  the  second  month  of  pregnancy  it  is 
hopeless  for  a mother  to  havo  her  confinement  at  the  hospital. 
Tiiis  has  become  a real  problem  to  many  because  of  the  over- 
crowding which  exists,  and  the  difficulty  in  obtaining 
domestic  help  during  the  lying-in  period. 

During  the  year  1,023  births  were  notified 
from  West  Glamorgan  County  Hospital, of  which  214  were  from  the 
Borough  of  Neath, and  809  from  outside  areas.

The  Glamorgan  County 
Council  have  now  introduced  a clinic  for  casos  requiring 
plastic  surgery.  We  are  very  interested  in  this  clinic  because 
for  the  treatment  of  hare  lips  and  cleft  palates  in  our  infants 
it  was  previously  necessary  to  send  them  to  (Gloucester,  or  to 
the  Children’s  Hospital  at  Croat  Ormond  Street,  London. 


Cimla  Hospital  which  is  a .Tuberculosis  Hospital 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  tho  Welsh  National  Memorial  Assoc- 
iation, is  within  the  Borough,  but  numbers  of  residents  who 
are  affected  with  tuberculosis  are  also  sent  to  Craig-y-Nos, 
Talgarth,  and  Sully  Hospitals,  according  to  where  accommod- 
ation is  available.  The  new  Emergency  Hospital  at  Morriston 
has  recently  allocated  a certain  number  of  bods  for 
tubercular  patients,  and  patients  from  Neath  have  boon 
admitted  to  this  hospital.

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HOSPITAL  SURVEY. 

A very  important  survey  was  conducted  by  Professor  Picken, 
Welsh  National  School  of  Medicine,  Dr  Trevor  Jones,  Welsh  Board  of 
Health,  and  Professor  Nixon,  Regional  Professor  of  Medicine, 
University  of  Bristol.  These  experts  have  made  a comprehensive 
report  showing  the  trend  of  Post-War  Hospital  Policy,  and  what 
modifications  and  developments  of  existing  facilities  would  be 
necessary  to  give  effect  to  that  Policy. 


The  Report  has  been  divided  into  two  parts,  the  first 
being  mainly  factual,  whilst  the  second  part  is  devoted  mairiy  to 
the  making  of  recommendations.  Area  No  11  - Avon  and  Neath-  is 
the  portion  which  directly  concerns  us,  and  I have  extracted  that 
portion  for  your  consideration:-

This  area  included  the  industrial  towns  of  Port  Talbot  and 
Neath,  and  extends  in  a north-easterly  direction  along  the  Vale 
of  Neath.

On  the 
western  side  it  is  bounded  by  a watershed  between  the  Swansea 
Valley  and  the  Vale  of  Neath.  To  the  south  the  line  of  demarcation 
is  not  clearly  defined  to  any  natural  configuration.  Communications 
are  comparatively  easy,  the  two  principal  towns  are  joined  by  a 
good  road,  and  the  two  populated  valleys  are  well  served  through- 
out their  length.

The  passing  of  the  Education  Act,1944>^SsU;meant 
a reorganisation  of  the  staff  and  the  work  of  the  Health 
Visitors.  In  the  past  you  employed  4 Health  Visitors  who 
devoted  half  their  time  to  school  work.  Under  the  new  Act 
one  Health  Visitor  has  been  transferred  to  the  County 
Council  as  a full-time  School  Nurseleaving  3 Health  Visitors 
to  work  the  Borough  full-time. 

The  birth  of  every  child  in  the  Borough  must  be 
notified  to  me  within  36  hours  by  a responsible  person 
present  at  the  birth, namely, the  doctor  or  mid-wife.  As  soon 
as  possible  after  the  first  fortnight  the  child  is  visited 
by  one  of  the  health  visitors,  A note  is  made  of  the  homo 
conditions,  and  advice  given  to  the  mother  as  to  deeding, 
clothing,  etc.,  of  the  child.  Further  visits  are  made 
according  to  the  progress  of  the  child.

As 
it  is  the  only  fatal  case  that  has  occurred  since  our 
immunisation  scheme  was  begun  I fool  that  some  explanation 
is  necessary. 

The  infected  child  had  gone  to  Hereford  with 
his  parents  for  the  hop-picking  season.  Whilst  there  he  « 
developdia  sore  throat,  and  when  seen  by  the  doctor  was 
diagnosed  as  suffering  from  tonsillitis.  This  went  on  for  a 
week  and  the  boy  got  rapidly  worse  and  was  sent  homo.  When 
seen  at  our  hospital,  the  child  was  moribund  and  died  there 
two  days  later.

In  my  annual  report  for  1344  1 stated  that  it  was  dis- 
turbing to  find  so  many  samples  of  milk  unsatisfactory.  Again 
this  year  the  position  is  not  much  better.  When  wo  consider  that 
lo  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  found  by  the  Analyst  to  bo 
unsatisfactory, one  can  only  issue  the  warning  that  until  condit- 
ions are  very  much  better  all  milk  should  be  boiled. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  comes  from  Gnoll, 
Briton  Ferry,  and  Ystradf elite  waterworks.  From  the  two 
former,  the  wator  is  filtered  and  chlorinated,  and  from  the 
latter,  chlorinated  only.  Continual  samples  were  taken  during 
the  yaer  from  the  three  supplies  before  and  after  treatment. 

Monthly  samples  are  taken  as  a routino  measure  for 
bacteriological  examination.
